“What do we find from Mr. Low's 

report of the cruise of the ‘Neptune,’ 
pege 30? He says: 

“The northwestern pert of the 
bay was free from ice and none to 
obstruct navigation was found in 
Fisher and Evens Straits. Large 
quantities of ice was encountered be- 
tween the mouth of Evens Strait and 
Diggs, at the western end of Hudson's 
Strait, but with little trouble safe 
passage was found through it, and 
there is no doubt that an ordinary 
unprotected iron steamship would 
have passed through it at that time 
without trouble or danger. On the 
western part of Hudson's Strait, the 
ice was heavier but there was open 
water on the north side of the strait 
through which the whaler had al- 
ready passed into the bay.

Senator Davis Declares Hudson's 


“Bay Route Is Perfectly Feasible 


‘Benator Davis, 


@ay much on the subject. However, 
as it has been debated here and in 
the House of Commons, and certain 
statements have been made by mem- 
of the Senate as to the advisabil- 
of building a railway to Hudson 
Bay, and doubts have been thrown 
on the practicability. of the project 
it will not be out of place for me to 
make a efw remarks on the question, 
seeing that I come from a part of the 
country that would be greatly bene- 
fited .by the opening up of this 
route. I claim that it is a great na- 
tional ‘undertaking, and I wish to dis- 
cuss it from a national standpoint, not 
from a sectional point of view, be- 
cause I am bound to say we have too 
much sectional spirit in this country 
at present. 
That Sectional Feeling. 

“There is a feeling in our part of 
the country that certain portions of 
this Dominion are oppused to the 
construction of this road, for the 
reason that, perhaps, it might divert 
trade which now goes through the 
older provinces into another channel. 
I want to impress o. hon. gentlemen 
the fact that, as time goes on, they 
will find not only all the routes we 
have at present, but the Hudson Bay 
route when built, as. built it will be, 
will have all they can do. I claim 
that the opening up of the Hudson 
Bay route, by the building of this 
road, will be a national advantage. 
Instead of taking away trade from 
the older provinces, it will increase 
their trade. If this route were opened 
up and we had steamboats plying be- 
tween Nova Scotia and Hudson Bay, 
it would furnish facilities for trans- 
porting heavy materials and would 
build up a great trade, because every- 
body knows that transportation by 
water is very cheap as compared 
with transportation by rail and I see 
no reason why a large trade could not 
be worked up in that way. 

“Now with reference to the open- 
ing up the route. I claim if a line of 
properly constructed steamers is put 
on the Hudson Bay route, as I hope 
in the near future will be done, it 
will be of great benefit to the trade 
of the older provinces. We raise 


wheat and cattle and make money in 
the west, but most of that money 
finds ita way into the coffers of the 
people of the eastern provinces. We 
manufacture scarcely anything in the 
western provinces, but import from 
the older provinces as far as they can 
supply us. It is true, we purchase 
some agricultural machinery from the 
United States, but we would not do 
so if the manufacturers in the eastern 
provinces could supply us. Since they 
cannot do so we have to go across the 
line. What I want to emphasize is 
the fact that the greater portion cof 
the money we receive for our products 
finds its way to the eastern provinces 
to build up great industries and cities 
and employ great numbers of men; 
building up your banking institutions 
because every bank in the west is 
simply a branch of some eastern bank. 
What it Will De For the West. 

“Now let us deal for a moment with 
what we in the west consider the op- 
ening up of this route will do for us. 
I live in the city of Prince Albert, on 
the Saskatchewan river. If that route 
were opened up, the people of Prince 
Albert would be about as near to 
Liverpool as are the people of Mon- 
treal. 

“We produced this season, of all 
kinds of grain, something like two 
hundred million bushels, and with all 
our boasted railway facilities, over 
two-thirds of that grain has yet to te 
taken to market. We have not got 
sufficient transportation to take the 
produce of seven million acres cf 
land to market, and two-thirds of it is 
still in the hands of our farmers in 
the west. They have to go, as a con- 
sequence, to the banks and borrow 
money on thia grain stored, in many 
cases, as some of my hon. friends here 
know, in small warehouses on the 
prairie. It is subject to great dam- 
age, and the owners may suffer ser- 
jous loss. With two great railways 
we are unable now to carry out more 
than one-third of this crop. With 
seven million acres under cultivation, 
and a possibility of 170,000,000 acres 
more ta cultivate, we are still dieker- 
ing about the means of transporta- 
tion. 

G. T. P. Cannet Move the Grain. 

“I desire to say now that before the 
Grand Trunk Pacific is constructed, 
and before it is in a position to earry 
grain from the western prairies, that 
it will not be able to carry half the 
produce that will be offered for trans- 
port to the seaboard. We will need 


that road, and the Hudson Bay road 


and every other road that we can poe- 
sibly construct in order to carry our 
products to market. I was going to 
point to some of the advantages that 
will accrue to the people of our part 
of the country, and incidentally to the 
whole Dominion, if that railway was 
built. The following table of dis 
tances is taken from a report made 
by EK. P. Leacock, a gentleman in 
Manitoba, who went into this propo 
sition exhaustively some years ago, 
and arrived at these figures:

“Mr. Lindsay Russell in hia calcul- 
ation of distances finds that even the 
city of Winnipeg, situated in the ex- 
troue scutheastern part of these ter- 

it-ries, is at least 500 miles nearer 
tv Liverpool by Hudson Bay route 
than ty the 8t. Lawrence; while the 
difference in favour of the former will 
be increaed continually as we ad- 
vance northward into the interior. He 
B°V8: 

“It we take a central point of the 
whcle of the agricultural lands from 
Northwest Territories say in the 
neighborhood of Lac La Biche, longi- 
tude: 11 degrees west latitude 55 de- 
grees north, we shall find that the 
distance from it to the city of Winni- 
peg is about the same as to Churchill. 
The distance from the latter to Liver- 
pool is about same as from Montreal 
se that between the above-named cen- 

re and Liverpool by Nudson Bay 
route, the whole distance from Win- 
nipeg to Montreal is saved. This am- 
ounts to 1,291 to 1,291 miles by way of 
Lake Superior and 1,698 miles by the 
Chicago route. The distance by way of 
New York is still greater than by Mon- 
treal. The advantage of this route over 
all the others are numerous. Grain, 
cattle and other products of the North- 
west Territories reach a European mar- 
ket through Ontario or Quebec by way 
of New York. A large proportion of their 
value is consumed by the long land 
carriage whereas if they can find an 
outlet at Churchill there will be a sav- 
ing of at least 1,291 miles as compared 
with Montreal, and upwaids of 1,700 
as compared with New York and this 
without increasing the length of the 
voyage; owing to the short land jour-

in which it is harvested.’ For the 
transportation of grain and fresh meat 
as Colonel Dennis has pointed out, 
the northern route besides shortening 
the distance, would have great ad- 
vantages, owing to its color and more 
uniform temperature.’ 
Route te Practical. 

“We have heard a great deal in 
this house about the Navigation of 
Hudson Bay. We have heard inside 
and outside this house that a great 


many believe this route to be im- 


practicable, but I think I have fig- 
utes here to prove, if figures prove 
anything, that the route can be navi- 
gated at least four months in the year 
and that is all we claim for the 
route. If that route can be navi- 
gated for four months in a year 
and operated up to the midie of Nov- 
ember, it is going to be a great boon 
to the people of this country, because 
that is the time in the fall of the ycar 
we can get our products to market. 
Some hon. gentleman made a state- 
ment as to the employment of the tol- 
ling stock. He said we could only 
utilize the rolling stock and road bed 
of the Hudson Bay railway for a 
Part of the year and that we would 


be paying interest on idle property. © 


The company could only operate the 
road four months in the year. What 
do Mackenzie and Mann do with the 
rolling stock they bring down from 
Winnipeg, hauling grain to Port Ar- 
thur? That is about the distance the 
rolling stock would have to be moved. 
That rolling stock could be brought 
down in a day and a half, perhaps 
in a day, possibly less. The canals 
af the Dominion cost millions of dol- 
lars, and they are only used p@tt of 
the year. The 8t. Lawrence channel 
improvements and all the steamboats 
that navigate that channel cost mil- 
lions, yet they are only used part of 
the year. A portion of this road will 
be used as a colonization road, and 
the rolling stock that is required on 
the 400 miles can be used on the 
prairie country when it is not em- 
ployed on the Hudson Bay route, 
carrying wheat in another direction 
cver the Grand Trunk Pacific. 
Straits Navigable. 

“Then with regard to the naviga- 
tion of the Straits, Mr. Erastus Wil- 
man took a great interest in Hudson 
bay, and I will refer to his~report. 
Mr. Erastus Wilman, a gentleman of 
continental repute, his obtained re- 
ports from all the captains of whal- 
ers he could find, and finds them all 
agreed that the navigation of Hudson 
bay is open all the year. He says: 

“T cannot understand why so much 
question is raised as to feasability of 
going in and out of the straits when 
we find that these vessels averaging 


320 tons, have fearlessly navigated it 
: : 


so long and so profitably. The Hud- 
son bay company has prior to the 
yeat 1688 about 730 voyages, in and 
out of the straits, and we find few 
losses mentioned. The one that is 
most spoken of is that of two vessels 
lost on Mansfield island in the year 
1864, but we find the captains had 
been visiting on board an American 
whaler, and it is to be feared the 
hospitality of our American cousins 
had overcome the skipers’ knowledge 
of navigation. York factory has kept 
its record of voyages for 92 years and 
Moose factory for 146 years and a 
few blanks which occur in these re- 
cords show that the voyages were 
continuous and that loss and danger 
never interfered with the navigation. 
It is even to be wondered that Hud- 
son Bay Company did not lose more 
vessels; their vessels always came in 
through the straite as early as pos- 
sible, very often arriving about July 
15, which on all hands is agreed to 
be about the worst time of the year for 
navigation, when the ice flow was 
tnost prevalent, they escaped with so 
little loss. The difficulty which is 
most presented is the harbours being 
closed for six months in the year. 

What About St. Lawrence. 
“But I would ask are not Quebec 
and Montreal ice bound for almost 
a like period? If Cabot, in 14968; Hud- 
son in 1610; Gibbons in 1613; Baffin 
in1614, and hundreds of others since 
felt no fear and were able to ven- 
ture through the Hudson Bay, then 
the twentieth century with its steam 
iron ships, its thousand modern ap- 
pliances, cannot be afraid to venture 
where men fearlessly so many years 
ago. 

“Professor Hind, before a com- 
mittee of the Commons of Canada, 


-1878, stated: 


“For more than two hundred years 
from two to five sailing vessels on an 
average, frequently with warships con- 
voying them have. sailed annually 
from Europe and America to Port 
Nelson or other ports in Hudson Bay 
and returned with cargoes the same 
season via the only available route, 
Hudson straits. (Page 103, C.8.R. re- 
port, 1878. 

Appendix No. 2, 1878, 
Journals. 

Professor Henry Y. Hind says in 
1814: é 

Lieutenant Edward Chaffell, R.N. 
of H.M.8. ‘Rosamond’, visited Hud- 
son Bay and in the narrative of his 
voyage, 1817, pointedly adverts to ad- 
visability of merchants sending strong- 
ly built brig into Hudson straits early 
in the month of June. 

Might be Navigated in June. 

Here is a gentleman who visited 
that country in 1814, and he thought 
it could be navigated in the month

ot June with good strong ships. Ide 
not think there were any ships 
at that time that would compare 
the steamships we are building at the 
present day. Here is another report 
from the same gentleman. He says: 

“It is not to be expected that ships 
during their return to Europe from 
Hudson bay will ever meet with loose 
ice—that is flow or pan ice. (Infall 
F.D.) 

The great rise and fall of the tides 
in such a narrow strait gives color 
to the statement that ice never forms 
entirely across it for it is well known 
that no agent is so powerful in pre- 
venting the formation of ice in the 
northern latitudes az strong and cun- 
tinued tidal currents. Churchill, 
mean tide, 8 feet, spring tide, 156 12 
feet, F.D. 

“The only hindrance to an entrance 
into and through Hudson straits early 
in June arises from the obstruction 
presented by the two ice streams 
coming from East Greenland and Ba- 
ffin’s Bay down the west coast of Da- 
vis straits, It is reasonable to sup- 
pose that these ice streams are less 
cumbered in May or early in June 
than in July. 

The straits, once entered, the chiet 
difficulty is over, and if enterd before 
the ice comes down, ds alleged from 
Hudson Bay, Bluff head may be 
reached and a new departure taken. 

“In a tide way, where the tides 
rise at neaps 30, and at springs 40 
feet, and where the daily swing of the 
tides is from 12 to 20 miles, carrying 
ice backward and forward through 
that space twice every day, fresh 
channels are constantly opening 
which a steamer can avail herself of, 
but which are useleass'to a sailing 
vessel except with a fair wind. 


“It was said that passages have 
been made through thes traits late in 
October. If that is the case there 
would be no difficulty in moving the 
crops the same year. From all ac- 
counts there seems to be no difficulty 
in the fall of the year in getting 
through the straits.

From 
all T could learn or observe there ap- 
pears reason to believe that the strait 
and bay may be navigated and the 
land aproached by steamships during 
an average of over four months in 
each year, or from the middle of 
June till near the end of Octoher.

PROCLAMATION. 


To the Ratepayers and Residenis of the 
City of Edmonton. 


Owing to the severity of: the winter 
and the heavy fall of snow, garbage and 
refuse of all kinds has been allowed to 
accumulate throughout the City. With 
the breaking up of the winter and setting 
in of warm wenther, it is feared that 
many portions of the City will be in an 
extremely unsanitary .condition. The 
most vigorous efforts are being put forth 
to thoroughly clean the City, but owing 
to weather conditions it is feared that the 
undertaking cannot be successfully com- 
pleted before spring. 

While the requirements cf the Sanitary 
Bylaws are explicit, it is felt that only by 
the hearty co-operation of the citizens 
can the situation be fully met and dealt 
with. To that end I desire to call your 
attention to the following matters, and to 
express the hope that each and every 
resident of the City will feel it his person- 
al responsibility to comply with all the 
regulations and requests hercinafter 
contained. 

I would urge that each householder 
should clean up his own prentises. 

Ashes should be deposited in the rear 
of all premises. 

Vegetable matter, garbage and house 
waste should be placed in covered con- 
tainers, said containers to be placed in 
the rear of premises and easily accessable 
to the scavengers. 

Tin cans, broken glassware, crockery, 
etc., should be placed in boxes or other 
convenient receptacles, 

This is particularly applicable to board- 
ing houses, restaurants and hotels, and 
every facility should be afforded the 
scavengers. 

In houses where there are waterworks 
connections, but no sewer connections, 
no more watershould be used than can 
be conyeniently disposed of. 

Dirty water and slops should he scat- 
tered over ash-heaps, and not thrown 
indiscriminately about back yards. 

I would urge the citizens to assist the 
officials of the sanitary department by 
using the blank complaint forms, which 
will be supplied upon application to the 
Sanitary Department. 

Your hearty cooperation in this matter 
will, 1 fee) sure, result in our being able 
to avoid an epidemic of disease in the 


spring.
